I present you herewith my third an­ 
nual report of the condition of the 
schools of La Crosse county, there is 
much of a more or less general na­ 
ture that might be said in this report 
but I shall limit myself to a few of 
the more important and interesting 
items in relation to the schools un­ 
der my official jurisdiction.

School Districts. 
Drtring the past year one school dis­ 
trict, No. 2 town of Onalaska, has 
been added to the number formerly in 
the county, altho the school house was 
not completed in time to maintain 
school. 
District No. 3, jt. Holland and O n ­ 
alaska, starts out this vear with a 2- 
dcpartmcnt school in a fine new build­ 
ing, ii^tead of the one-room school 
heretofore 
maintained. 
The 
total 
j number of districts in the county at 
the present time is 69, and the total 
number of separate departments, Si. 
Two districts (the villages of Ban­ 
gor and West Salem) maintain grad­ 
ed school systems including four-year 
high schools, with live departments in 
each system. 
There arc now 
four state 
graded 
schools of two departments each, as 
follows:

Nos. 5 and 6. town 
of 
Campbell; No. 1. Farmington; and No. 
3 jt. Holland and Onalaska. 
The total number of teachers re­ 
quired to fill these schools when all 
in session is 85. 
The town clerk’s report shows that 
130 children between the ages of 7 
and 14 years reside more than two 
miles from the school house by the 
nearest traveled highway, thus exemp­ 
ting them from the compulso ry at­ 
tendance Jaw. 
I don't know that it would be wise 
to increase the number of districts 
in the county in order to improve 
the situation in reference to this m at­ 
ter. it would certainly be unwise to 
make any considerable increase; but in 
several localities a re-adjustment iii 
the division of territory might, no 
doubt, be 
advantageously 
employed, 
for it sometimes happens that chil­ 
dren live nearer the school house in 
an adjoining district than they do to 
their own. 
In a very few instances where a re­ 
arrangement such as to-bring practic­ 
ally all homes within two miles of the 
school house is impossible or imprac­ 
tical without increasing the number 
of districts it might be well to estab­ 
lish additional districts; for a small 
school is better than none. 
In other cases free transportation 
might be the remedy. 
Town boards in the exercise of their 
authority in the matter of forming or 
altering school districts 
should 
be 
careful not to

small in school population or too poor 
in taxable prperty

The county institute is in a way an 
extension of the normal school work 
of the state, and at the same time a 
sort of educational Fountain of Youth. 
Here the new teachers may learn the 
most approved methods

too, the old teacher may have himself 
rejuvenated and reinspired bv com ­ 
ing in contact with younger blood 
and more modern ideas. 
Two very successful and largely 
attended general teachers’ meetings 
were held during the year at West 
Salem and Onalaska respectively. 
School Board Convention. 
In my last report I stated that T 
had in mind the calling of a school 
hoard conference sonic time during 
the winter following, 
ference was held. and 
ment was one of the 
meetings, educationally, 
the county. 
There 
was an 
attendance 
of 
80 
school officials, and much interest was 
manifested. 
I am glad to report that 
the school hoard convention idea was 
incorporated into a state law by our 
last legislature and hereafter it will 
be obligatory upon the county super­ 
intendent to call at least one such 
meeting every year, and it will also 
be incumbent upon all district clerks 
to attend the meetings, while for the 
other board members attendance is 
made optional. 
Each member present shall he al­ 
lowed two dollars and milage at the 
rate of three cents per mile each way, 
to be paid out of the district treas­ 
ury. 
I believe that these meetings will 
lead to a decided improvement in dis­ 
trict school affairs. 
State Normal School. 
In my last report I expressed the 
thought that it was about time for 
the establishment of another state 
normal school, and urged the impor­ 
tance as well as the reasonableness 
of securing such school for the city 
of La Crosse. 
As you are, no doubt, 
aware, our last legislature, thru the 
earnest effort and 
skillful 
manage­ 
ment of state Senator Morris and As­ 
semblymen Durland 
and 
Johnson, 
appropriated $10,000.00 for the pur­ 
chase o i a site for such school in the 
city of La Crosse, thus virtually as­ 
suring us tile next normal school in 
the near future. 
I believe that this will prove a great 
boon to all the school interests of 
western W isconsin. 
Additional Statistics. 
During the past school year, twen­ 
ty-seven of tile sixty-three one-room 
schools in 
the 
county, 
maintained 
school seven months 
each; 
twenty- 
seven for eight months each and nine 
for nine months each. 
This shows that nearly one-half of 
these schools maintain school for the 
shortest time that will entitle them to 
a share in the state school fund. 
In my judgment this is poor econ­ 
omy. 
I believe that seven months is

An examination of wages paid to 
teachers shows that six females re­ 
ceived not less than $20 nor more than 
$25 per month, that one male and 
twenty-six females received not less 
than $20 nor more than $30 per month 
that one male and twenty-three fe­ 
males receive not less than $ i%oo nor 
more than $35, that one male and ten 
females received not less than $36 nor 
more than $40. that one male and 8 
females received not less than $41 
nor more than $45. that fbur females 
received not less than $46 nor more 
than $50, and that two males receiv­ 
ed more than $75 per month.

school teachers. 
Iii the matter of the enrollment of 
pupils we find that one school en­ 
rolled less than ii pupils; 3 schools 
enrolled between it and 16 pupils;

eight between 30 and 36; twelve 
tween 35 and 41; three between 
and 46; seven between 45 and 
and ten enrolled more than 50.
